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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments are fully considered and are 
not persuasive. In response filed, applicant argues that Scott does not disclose the counter as in claims 1, 6 and 10. Examiner disagrees. 
On page 13-14 of remarks, applicant acknowledged that Scott only performs counting of user data PDU after the header has been removed 
and adding null bytes in order to form 48 octet cells. In other words, the counter as in Scott is capable of counting data of a part of the data 
packet in order to form a 48 octet cell. The counter as in Scott is fully capable of counting and determining whether the header cell of the 
data packet contains a multiple of a predetermined number of bytes after the header has been removed from the header cell by counting 
the remaining portion of the header cell after the header has been removed by utilizing the process as set forth by the counter in order to 

align the boundaries. See KSR International Co. v. Teleflex Inc., 550 U.S. , , 82 USPQ2d 1385, 1395-97 (2007) for rationale 

supporting the rejection. 
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
